AT SCIENCE SESSION 


Class Hatred Stirred by 
Communism to Bring 
It, Jaszi Says. 


MUNRO FAVORS NEW 
POLICY IN AMERICA 


Attacks “‘Exaltation of Citizen 
Beyond All Reason” and 
Offers Remedy. 


A forecast of civil war in central Eu- 
rope was made by Prof. Oscar Jaszi, 
former. member of Count Karolyi's 
short-lived republican government in 
Hungary and now a professor of politi- 
cal science at Oberlin College, address- 
ing the annual convention yesterday 
of the American Political Science asso- 
ciation. 

After listening to Prof. Jaszi in the 
afternoon, the delegates last night 
heard their president, Prof. William 
Bennett. Munro, of Harvard Univer- 
sity, declare that the science of gov- 
ernment had fallen far behind all of 
the other sciences and advocatdd the 
overthrow of “slogans and shibboleths 
which do not. square with politica) 
realities.” . 

Declaring that “there is a stifling at- 
mosphere of potential civil war in cen- 
tral Europe,” Prof. Jaszi said that the 
“proletarian masses are still educated 
in the old ideology of an absolute class 
hatred, distrust against the peasants 
and the intellectual] worship of an ab- 
solute communism and of the eternal 
menaces of a revolutionary phraseol- 
ogy. 

“This atmosphere makes the situa- 
tion very critical, the more because it 
arouses just the opposite reaction and 
serves. as a pretext for the fascist or- 
ganizations. The tragic upheaval of 
June 15.in Vienna, with its more than 
100 deaths, was a product of ths dis- 
orepancy between theory and practice

“At the same time it gives a welcome 
opportunity to th to the Austrian re- 
actionaries to arm, with fascist help, 
the whole Austrian peasantry; it gives a

“Surely an important relief of the 
situation would be the growing eco- 
nomic stabilization of Europe, and the 
final abandoning of orthodox commun- 
ism in Russia. 

“However, a purely political remedy 
is not sufficient. Europe bitterly needs 
a new socialistic theory which would 
openly acknowledge that the classic 
Marxist thought is no longer fit to cov- 
er present day socia) realities. 

“Europe needs a ,labor movement 
which would openly abandon the dream 
of a mechanical communism and of an 
absolute class hatred combined with 
a dogmatic materialism, and would 
stand for the emancipation of the 
working class on the basis of free co- 
operation, decentralization, loca] au- 
tonomy and nationa) self-expression 
in alliance with the organizations of 
the peasants and of the creative intel- 
ligentsia.

Alaska Teacher, Wounded, Is 
Hurried to Hospital at 
Seattle for Care. 


RECOVERY NOW EXPECTED 


Seattle, Wash., Dec. 28 (A.P.).—Death 
was a lap behind in a race with an air- 
plane, train and steamship today, when 
Bessie Howe, Government school 
teacber, who was accidentally shot ten 
day8 ago in the Village of Ninitlchik, 
Alaska, was brought to a hospital here, 
where her chanceS for recovery were 
reported favorable. 

When: Miss Howe shot herself while 
cleaning a pistol December 18, Walter 
Kotoff mushed 20 miles from Ninilchik 
to a fox farm that had an amateur 
radio sending apparatus. Kotoff recalled 
enough telegraphy from his service as 
an operator in Russia many years ago 
to broadcast a call for medical aid. 

The message was picked up at 
Anchorage, the nearest town with @ 
resident physician, but all boats refused 
to brave a raging storm and rescue 
by land was impossible because Ninil- 
chik was accessible only by an arduous 
and treacherous journey of seVeral days 
by dog team. 

So Russell 8H. Merrtll, an aviator, 
and Dr. A. D. Haverstock, Government 
physician, took-off in a plane in the 
face of the storm. Arriving at Ninil- 
chik, they found the teacher. in such 
a condition that only immediate hos- 
pital care could save her. Without 
hesitation the doctor and- aviator, with 
the injured woman, took-off again in 
the storm, this time at night with 
only half of the ignition system work- 
ing. They landed at Anchorage by the 
light of an automobile headlight. 

Meanwhile, Kotoff, to make certain 
that his message had been received, 
walked a hundred miles to Seldovia, 
the nearest town with radio communi- 
cation. He was overcome with joy when 
he found that his message had been 
received and that Miss Howe was alive 
and to be taken by train to Seward. 
At Seward she was put 6b the steam- 
ship Alameda, which arrived here today. 
Miss Howe went to Ninilchik in Sep- 
tember from Seymour, Tex.

Aviator Makes Record, 
Covering 675 Miles in 
6 Hours 21 Minutes.

Throngs Fill Capital to Seq 
American; His Mother 
Flies to Texas. 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 

Guatemala City, Guatemala, Dec, 
28.—Col. Charlies A. Lindbergh come 
pleted with unparalleled success’ and 
without any delay the first lap of His 
Central American flight when he lands 
ed at La Aurora Flying Field, near here, 
this afternoon at 12:56 o'clock, Guae 
temala time, after a nonstop flight in 
6 hours and 21 minutes of 675 miles 
from Mexico City. As the silver wings 
of his plane, the Spirit of St. Louis, 
first became visible on the skyline: of 
the volcanoes overlooking Guatemala 
City, an enthusiastic shout of wel- 
come arose as from one throat from 
the official reception stand and from 
the crowd gathered about the field sod 
extend a welcome. 

There was& moment of nervous tense 
Sion as the spot-on the horizon be- 
came plainly visible and the familiar 
markings of the transatlantic plane 
were distinguished. Excitement was at 
a high pitch and-every face was craned 
from behind the police cordon which 
kept the field clear to catch a glimpse 
of the flier as he gracefully swooped 
over the field and slowly, as though 
willing to rest after his record-break- 
ing dash from Mexico City, neared the 
ground The wheels touched the sur= 
face and Lindbergh brought his mae 
chine to a halt with one of his cuse+ 
tomarily perfect landings. 


“Hello!” Says Lindbergh. 


The Spirit of St. Louis was well 
within the open section of the field 
when the motors droned their last reyo= 
lution. As the reception committee, 
headed by Arthur H. Geissler, the Amer- 
ican Minister, approached the machine, 
accompanied by members of the staff of 
the American Legation, Lindbergh 
Stretched out his hand as he stood bee 
side his cabin door, and with his face 
wreathed in smiles said a brief “Hella!” 
to Mr. Geissler’s welcoming words. ~ 

Led by the minister, Col. Lindbergh 
was conducted to the reviewing stand, 
where President Lazaro Chacon, sure 
rounded by members of. the cabinet 
and other high officials and distin- 
guished citizens, anxiously awaited the 
official welcome. The public in the 
meantime had broken through the 
crowd of senators and swarmed about 
the field, clambering around the Spirit 
of St. Louis 

President Chacon pinned upon Lind- 
bergh's flying suit a decoration ex- 
tended to him by Guatemala’ as an 
honor from the government and the 
people of the republic. 


Plane is First Care. 


Col. Lindbergh’s first request was to. 
ask that his plane be protected from 
the onrushing multitude. When he was 
assured that this had been done and 
he had seen the ship wheeled into a 
hangar, he devoted his attention, after 
removing his flying suit, to the honors 
being bestowed upon him. From La 
Aurora Field Lindbergh drove in ¢ 
triumphant march beside Mr. Geissler 
on the broad, flag-bedecked Pasco Ree 
orma, one of Guatemala City’s | 
boulevards, while crowds "ake ae | 
Street cheered and acclaimed him. 

At the City Hall he was recel 


ved 
Mayor Arturo Rivera, who rodiien 
him with the title of honorary citizen 


of Guatemala. Lindbergh now was 
wearing @ gray business suit. Presie« 
dent Chacon expressed to him officially 
his wish that his success might’ be 
never ending. 

During his stay here Lindbergh wilt 
be a/guest of the American Legation, 
It is learned that he intends to depart 
on December 30, the weather permita: 
ting. This has necessitated the cancels 
lation of numerous festivities 
in his honor, as it was believed that he 
would remain longer. Tomorrow the 
flyer will be guest of honor at an of- 
ficial banquet to be followed by a ree 
ception at the American Legation.

Declaring his personal belief that the 
Smcome tax law should be rewritten 
‘with the view to its simplification, 
‘Representative William R. Green, chair- 
(man of the House’ ways. and means |, 
committee, yesterday told the American 
i Bconomic Association that the possi- 
‘bilities of the rewritten law resulting 


im more confusion than the present 
made such a task almost impossible. 
Representative Green was one of the 
many whose paper touching on the 
income tax law were read before the 
economic association and the sixteen 
Other affiliated bodies which are hold- 
‘ing their annual convention in Wash- 
‘ington as the American Council of 
Learned Socigties. The income tax 
was one of the principa: subjects dis- 
~oussed, although other papers covered 
& wide rrenge, scores being read before 
various group meetings. 
Representative Green’s paper said 
that, while .e was inclined to the be- 
lief the law ihould be rewritten in its 
entirety, it is a tremendous task and 
there is a possibility that when it is 
Ainished the changes will bring trouble 
and difficulty. to some who have made 
themselves familiar with the provisions 
of the present law, and do not like 
to be compelled to give time and study 
to @ revision, no matter how much the 
former law is improved thereby. 


Predicts More Confusion. 


“The difficulties in simplifying the 

earned income tax provision, which 
would seem to be a* comparatively 
simple matter, illustrate the greater 
difficulties to be encountered in sim- 
plifying the more complex subjects 
involved in the law. 

“It has been proposed that a very 
“simple law be prepared. It is compara- 
tively simple to do this, but if a simple 
law is drawn which must be. supple- 
‘mented by numerous and’ complicated 
regulations subject to change by the 
Internal Revenue Bureau at any time, 
this will simply make confusion more 

“punded. 

“We have a case now in which three 
inconsistent decisions or regulations 
.were promulgated by the department 
,within a comparatively short time. 
True, this does not often happen and 
probably never will happen again, but 
the bureau is not so formed and con- 
stituted that it can properly détermine 
What should be the policy in a large 
number of important matters nor, in 
my opinion, could Congress constitu- 
ytionally give it the power to do so. 

“We must recognize that ‘while a de- 
“gree of simplification is possible, a sim- 
cau income tax for complex business is 
not.’ 

“There is another matter which 
should be taken into consideration in 
connection with rewriting the law. It 
happens that some of the provisions of 
the present law which nave been the 
‘most poorly worded, for that very rea-

DISTRIBUTION HELD HIGH 


Tax and tariff revision, avoidance 
of financial deflation and an exten- 
sion of the present system of tariff 
r whack privileges vere yesterday 
urged as panaceas for agricultural dis- 
tress, at a join’ meeting of the Ameri- 


can Economic and American Farm 
Economic Asso ‘ations, holding four- 
day conventions at the Washington 
Hotel in connection with the Ameri- 
can Council of Learned Societies. 

G. S. Wehrwein, of Northwestern 
University, favored the control of over- 
production of foodstuffs by the gov- 
ernmental buying, storing and market- 
ing of food surpluses, but he was of 
the opinion that such a legislative 
enactment could not be agreed upon in 
time to help the present gen:ration of 
farmers. Revision of the tariff so as 
to bring the prices of products of in- 
dustry in line with farm prices, and 
a revision of taxation to relieve farm- 
ers of their heavy tax burden, were 
advocated by Wehrwein. 

The failure of distributing charges to 
decline when prices fall is primarily re- 
sponsible for the present difficulties of 
agriculture, according to G. F. Warren, 
of the department of agricultural eco- 
nomics and farm management of Cor- 
nell University. The food grown: by 
American farmers is now retailing at 
prices as high as the average of all 
items in the cost of living, he said, in- 
dicating that there is no material sur- 
plus of food, but that farm prices are 
very low because distributing charges 

absorb a much greater proportion of 
the retail price than formerly. 

Dr. Charles L. Stewart, associate pro- 
fessor of economics of the University of 
Illinois, in pointing out that the power 
of agricultural exportables, such as 
corn, cotton,™lard, pork, tobacco, rice 
and wheat, to command dutiable im- 
ports in exchange, has fallen since 1920, 
declared the tariff system can be oper- 
ated so as to bring about a nearly 
equalized exchange. 

Agriculture now needs the same nur- 
turing that it gave industry through 
the tariff for almost a century and a 
half, while. farmers predominated in 
voting strength, Charles J. Brand, ex- 
ecutive secretary of the National Fer- 
tilizer Association, told the American 
Political Science Association, which is 
aiso holding its convention in connec- 
tion with the American Council of 
Learned Societies. The agricultural 
need is deep-seated, he said, and must 
be remedied if the nation is to have a 
well-proportioned development of its 
whole structure in the future.

and in part the outcome of a pioneer 
insistence upon free scope for individ- 
ualism. Hence it is the national habit 
to think of social control and individual 
freedom in terms of hostility to each 
other, whereas it is only through one 
that the other can be realized. 

“The individual citizen is motivated 
and controlled by the influence of those 
with whom he associates. These in- 
fluences come directly from the imme- 
diate environment—his race, his relig- 
ion. his political party, his labor union. 
his club, his newspaper and all the rest 
9 is the creature of his group affilla- 

ons. 

“These influences are so penetrating, 
indeed, that for most of our citizens 
the dogma of individual freedom is 
hardly more than a myth. 

“Political science should borrow from 
the new physics a determination to get 
rid of intellectual insincerities con- 
cerning the nature of sovereignty, the 
general will, natural rights and the 
freedom of the individual, the consent 
of the governed, majority rule, home 
rule, the rule of public opinion, State 
rights, laissez-faire, checks and _ bal- 
ances, the equality of men and na- 
tions and a government of laws. 

“In place of these formulas it should 
seek to find concepts that will stand 
the test of actual operations, and upon 
them it should Begin to rebuild itself 
by an intimate observation of the ac- 
tualities,”

Without Them School and 
Public Agencies Would Not 
Improve, Devine Says. 


PROMOTE PUBLIC SPIRIT, 
SOCIOLOGISTS ARE TOLD 


Held Superior to Trade Groups 
Because Home-Making; 
Women Participate. 


Washington citizens’ associations 
compare favorably with any in the 
country, in the light of results achieved, 
Dr. Edward T. Devine, professor of 
social economy of the American Uni- 
versity, declared yesterday at a meet- 
ing of the American Sociological So- 
ciety at the Raleigh Hotel. 

The Washington plan is clearly su- 
perior to any which concentrates its 
efforts on influencing voters, he said, 
but disfranchisement and arbitrary 
taxation deprive citizens of the District 
of Columbia of a traditionally valued 
educational experience. 

The local citizens’ associations are 
free from seasonal periodicity and sus- 
tain their interest throughout the year, 
hé declared. While there is no evi- 
dence that they have stimulated phe- 
nomenal interest in public affairs, Dr. 
Devine said, or that quantitatively they 


are successful in enlisting the active 


interest of any remarkably large pro- 
portion of the residents of the Dis- 
trict, they do increase public spirit, 
provide for inter-racial cooperation 
and promote a sense of civic responsi- 
bility, despite the small number of 
people who take part in the meetings. 


Aid Public Welfare. 


‘ “It is probably within bounds to 
say that if the associations did not 
exist, the District would spend less for 
its schools, and that they would not 
be as good as they now are; that li- 
braries, welfare agencies and-~- public 
services are more nearly adequate than 
they would be without the associations, 
and that from such discussion, peti- 
tions, protests, and demands as have 
been formulated in connection with 
such matters a beneficent subjective 
result has followed,’’ Dr. Devine de- 
clared. 

The efficiency of the associations 
naturally depends largely upon the 
personal element, he said. Some are 
strong, others weak, or existing only 
on paper, but, on the whole, they serve 
their purpose of promoting civic spirit 
The mere fact of discussing together 
any common need as, for instance. 
sewers, better bus or car service, or 
the taking off of a sharp corner which 
makes driving difficult, does help to 
make people think as citizens and 
stimulates civic pride, he believes. 

He pointed out, in refutation of the 
representative claims of the local trade 
bodies, that the citizens’ associations 
have one advantage over any other type 
of so-called civic organization—in the 
participation of homemaking women in 
their counsels. The citizens’ associa- 
tions have the great advantage of 
democratic appeal, he sid. 


Other Activities Indicated. 


Increased activity in community 
programs; greater .use of certain com- 
mittees, such as those on social wel- 
fare;.. closer cooperation with the 
churches, schools and homes in the 
promotion of spiritual as well as ma- 
terial weliare, were suggested by Dr 
Devine as possible improvements in the 
associations. 

Louis Brownlow, - former District 
Commissioner, declared that the asso- 
ciations provide a vitally necessary link 
between heads of local governments 
and the ballot box, and predicted that 
they will become increasingly impor- 
tant in the cities throughout the 
country. They hav~ served © threefold 
purpose in providing leaders, providing 
a channel for discussion between the 
people and the local government, and 
in serving as & medium between the 
government and the ballot box, Brown- 
low said. Citizens’ Pssociations can be 
developed in every" community to fill 
a nlace from which may be applied a 
continuing and continuous control of 
local government, he believes. 


Old Age Pensions Backed 
By Labor Parley Speaker 


Noncontributory old age pensions 
were advocated as a governmental 
project by Dr. John A. Lapp, of Mar- 
quette University, at a meeting of. the 
American Association for Labor Legis- 
lation yesterday. He also advocated a 
plan of sickness insurance to be entered 
into by employers and employes jointly, 
which would require comparatively 
small payments from each party to pro- 
vide ngainst disabling sickness. 

The practice of buying annuities 
should be encouraged in the United 
States, he said, and the Government 
ought to lead the way not only through 
education but through the development 
of publicly: managed annuity systems.

NEWSPAPERS DEFENDED 


Cincinnati, Ohio, Dec. 28 (A.P.).— 
Scorching condemnation of purists 
who wish to preserve awkward phrases 
in the English language simply because 
they are philologically correct, was ut- 
tered by Prof. George M. Bolling, of 
Ohio State University, before the Lin- 
guistic Society of America here today. 

“The purist would have us say ‘some- 
body’s else hat,’ instead of ‘somebody 
else’s hat,’” Prof. Bolling scorned. “He 
can’t parse the latter phrase, so he 
thinks it should not be allowed.” 

“I say ‘aren’t I’ in preference to the 
awkward ‘am I not,’” said Prof. Sam- 
uel Moore, of the University of Michi- 
gan. “I can’t quite bring myself to 
say ‘aint I,’ so I say ‘aren’t I’ by way 
of compromise, and I don’t think that 
it is going to hurt the English lan- 
guage.” 

Prof. Moore believes usage should 
determine everything in speech. 

“I would rather have a person talk 
naturally and endeavor to adapt his 
speech to the better speech of his 
equals than to attempt what is virtu- 
ally impossible. If dialect is the 
speech of his world, why should he 
not speak its language?” Prof. Bollins 
said. * 

A suggestion that the American 
newspapers are hurting the English lan- 
guage was met by a protest, 

‘The purist may say so,” Prof. Moore 
declared, “but that is absurd. The 
newspapers I read are not. committing 
any grevious faults except by accident.”

OF LECTRONS URED 
‘TWO SCIENTIST 


Dr. Davisson’s Attack Upon 
Particle Hypothesis Made 
at Nashville Session. 


MANKIND IN AMERICA 
1,000,000 YEARS, VIEW 


Dr. Hrdlicka and Dr. Hay See 
Cro-Magnons Ancestors 
of the Indian. 


Nashville, Tenn., Dec. 28 (A.P.).— 
Revolutionary conclusions supporting 
the wave-like quality of electrons 
rather than the old theory that they 
are particles alone were reported to the 
American Physical Society today by Dr. 
C. J. Davisson, New York, of the techni- 
cal staff of Bell Telephone Laboratories. 
His paper was expected to bring diverse 
reactions from physicists over the world 
and to create much the same dilemma 
that followed disclosures that there are 
corpuscular elements in the radiation 
of light. 

Approached so far largely as @ prob- 
lem in pure science, the theory may 
become part of the groundwork for far- 
reaching practical applications, as in 
radio and telephone, Davisson’s co- 
workers declare. 

Dr. L. R. Germer, who joined with 
him in the experiments, has begun to 
apply it to support belief that the 
geometrical relation of atoms.is differ- 
ent at the surface of crystals and in 
the interior. A vacuum tube device 
with an electron beam trained on a 
single crystal of nickel was used in the 
experiments, details of which were an- 
nounced for the first time. Scattering 
of the beam was found to be governed 
by the same laws affecting X-rays, 
which had already been compare 
hypothetically with radio waves an 
visible light. 


Confirm Earlier Findings. 
The beam was supplied by a hot fila- 


iment, as in an ordinary radio thermionic 


tube. Though Davisson’s results thus 
concern only free electrons, some ob- 
servers said they confirmed the 
Schroedinger findings with respect to 
wave-like characteristics of electrons 
within the atom. 

In this way the newly expounded idea 
is linked with the great super- 
structure of the electronic theory. 
Whether it will survive to be written 
into textbooks, or pass into the shift- 
ing mass of scientific hypotheses, re- 
mains to be seen, its own proponents 
agreed. 

At present the practical worker 
would not be concerned as to whether 
electrons Mové as waves or as COrpus- 
cles of electricity or both, it was point- 
ed out. The thought, however, may 
furnish suggestion for productive ex- 
periments in this field, particularly 
where, the weaker currents of electricity 
are involved. 

Prof. William Duane, Harvard Uni- 
versity, retiring vice president of the 
physics section of the American As-~- 
sociation for the Advancement of 
Science, said that though no complete- 
ly satisfactory theory had been pro- 
posed for the radiation problem in 
general, a solution seemed to be in 
sight. 

Utilization of State universities as 
the best available agencies for control- 
ling the development of natural re- 
sources was recommended today by 
Wilbur A. Nelson, State geologist of 
Virginia, and Corcoran professor of 
geology in the University of Virginia. 
Addressing the engineering section, of 
the American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science, he declared that, 
“for successful ‘development of any 
kind, one needs continuity of executive 
thought followed by continuity of 
executive action,” such as is provided 
for the work of great corporations. 

“In the future development of this 
country, organized scientific research 
fostered by State and Government 
agencies should 
part,” he said. “A State, to be suc- 
cessful in developing and protecting 
its rights, must compete on as nearly 
an equal basis as possible with the 
great business interests of the coun- 
try. 

“When our State universities are 
utilied to the utmost in studying the 
needs of the State—outside of purely 
educational problems—when their spe- 
clalists in science, in natural philoso- 
phy, and in moral philosophy became 
an integral part of the State in formu- 
lating State thought, then will our 
State Universities occupy the place they 
should in the structure of our political 
State government. Then will the State 
through such executives in the State 
university whose terms of office do not 
depend upon political change be able 
to compete on a fairly equal basis 
with great corporations that take and 
keep only the public rights the people 
give them.” 


Man’s Age in America. 


A belief that man has been living 
in North America since pleistocene 
times, perhaps 1,000,000 years ago and 
a suggestion that the later cro-magnon 
man of Europe may have been closely 
affiliated with the Siberian or Euro- 
pean ancestors of the aborginal North 
American Indian, were presented today 
to the anthropology section of the 
American Association for the Advance- 
ment of Science. 

Dr. Oliver P. Hay, of Carnegie Insti- 
tution at Washington, maintained that 
the discovery of arrowheads in pleis- 
tocene deposits in the Southwest indi- 
cated the existence of human beings on 
this continent during that geologic age 

Dr. Ales Hrdlicka, curator of physical 
anthropology at the National Museum, 
at Washington, reported “growing in- 
dications” that the more advanced 
Cro-Magnon people’ contributed to the 
stock from which the red-skinned In- 
dian sprang. 

. Hay’s conclusions were based on 
discoveries made in Texas and Mexico 
by J. B. Figgins, director of the Colo- 
rado Museum of Natural History, and

“The main movement of the animals 
of Asia into America took place during 
the early pleistocene. I believe that 
man was then in about the same state 
as the uncivilized tribes are today. The 
view that the Heidelbergers and the 
Neanderthal men of Europe were the 
ancestors of now existing men can not 
much longer be defended.” 

Dr. Hrdlicka, who announced that he 
had recently revised. virtually all the 
skeletal from the Aurignacian or Cro- 
Magnon period, found that this old in- 
habitant of Europe and the prohistoric 
Indian’s ancestors had several features 
in common. 

“The vault of the skull is often very 
similar in shape and size,” he added. 
“Low orbits and other facial charac- 
teristics of the Aurignacians are also 
now and then met with in the Indians. 

“There are certain Aurignacian-like 
similarities in the aboriginal American 
stone and bone culture. The upper 
Aurignacians’ habit of burying red 
ochre with their dead was also common 
among the American Indians. 

“While none of these items is de- 
cisive, they are nevertheless suggestive 
and there is no inherent impossibility 
in the later Aurignacian influence, both 
morphological and cultural, reaching 
the old stock which eventually gave us 
the Indian.” 


TWO EDUCATION CYCLES 
URGED FOR STUDENTS 


Dean Ruediger, in Nashville, | 


Advocates Scheme Beyond 
First Six Grades. 


SAYS- CHAOS NOW EXISTS 


A canvass of 600 college graduates 
and third and fourth year college stu- 
dents, which disclosed that 5 per cent 
of them had never had a course in 
American history, was cited by Dean 
W. C. Ruediger, of George Washing- 
ton University, as evidence of an ed- 
ucational “chaos” in the United States, 
at the meeting yesterday of the Amer- 
ican Association for the Advancement 
of Science in Nashville, Tenn. 

Dean Ruediger gave a table show- 
ing the percentages of the students who 
had never had courses in certain sub- 
jects. These were 35 per cent, phys- 
ics; 32 per cent, chemistry; 59 per cent, 
zoology;: 39 per cent, physiology; 11 
per cent, ancient history; 23 per cent, 
European history; 64 per cent, history 
and appreciation of art, and 93 per cent, 
Greek, 

The data collected also showed use- 
less repetition in certain subjects, he 
said, indicating that the students had 
had essentally the’ same subjects in 
high school and college, while on the 
other hand they had not had certain 
other fundamental subjects at dil, 

He declared: 

“These omissions and wasteful dup- 
lications are the direct result of the 
lack of an educational system in this 
country. We have elementary schools, 
high schools, and colleges, but we have 
no integrated educational system. 

“The chaos, for the present at least, 
is being enhanced by the introduction 
of junior high schools and junior col- 
leges. Each unit is attempting to 
organize its own curriculum quite re- 
gardless of what came before and what 
comes after. Yet each unit is too 
short in itself to give a rounded educa- 
tion, and so long as the present lack 
of articulation continues,.we will have 
yawning gaps and wasteful duplica- 
tions.”

Deputy sheriffs served notices of the 
injunction on many of the. senators 
during the day, but made no attempt 
to interfere with the hotel conferences 
held prior to the trip to the capitol.

Senator Mac Q. Williamson, act- 
ing president of the senate group, asked 
if force would be used to prevent one 
cr more members from entering the 
senate chamber. Gen. Barrett as- 
sured him. that ary force necessary 
would be employed. 


Will Break up Meeting. 


“The adjutant general, in repiy to an- 
other question by Senator Williamson, 
said he would use troops to break up 
meetings outside the capitol if the 
Oklahoma county sheriff was unable to 
enforce the injunction. 

Informed by Senatcr Wililamson that 
Judge Clark, who issued the injunction, 
had later said the order directing the 
sheriff to enforce it Was invalid, Gen. 
Barret. said his orders from the govern- 
or had not. been modified. 

The senators then filed out of the 
capitol. Judge Clark’s ruling was that 
the order directing the sheriff to dis- 
perse all meetings*s of the purported 
senate court was not enforceable ex- 
cept by citation for contempt of court, 
‘Adjutant General Barrett explained 
Judge Clark held it was up to the per- 
sons benefited by the injunction pro- 
ceedings to file a complaint if the re- 
straining ‘order was violated. 

Today’s action was the second vic- 
tory for the National Guard in a little 
more than two weeks.

Cincinnati, Dec. 28 (A.P.).—Decision 
whether George Remus should be 
granted complete liberty as a sane man 
or incarcerated in the State hospital 
for the criminal insane at Lima rested 
tonight with one man—Judge William 
H Lueders, of the Hamilton County 
Probate Court. 

After a full day devoted to a sanity 
hearing made mandatory by the verdict 
of a week ago in Remus’ mutder trial 
for the slaying of his wife, Imogene— 
not guilty on the ground of insanity— 
Judge Lueders: announced he would 
por some time to formulate his opin- 
on 

Remus himself was forced upon the 
witness stand ‘so that° the judge and 
the three alienists who sat with him 


in advisory capacities might the better 
look into his mihd. 


Praised by Mother. 


He followed there his aged mather, a 
tiny woman garbed in deep black, who 
testified in German that her son was 
“worth gold.” good to his parents and 
never had struck her, as had been 
charged. 

Obviously straining for complete con- 
trol of himself, Remus went deeply into 
self-analysis. At the outset he denied 
he had intended to shoot his wife when 
he whirled his automobile ahead of the 
taxicab in which she was riding through 
Eden Park the morning of last Octo- 
ber 6. 

“If 1 had expected to shoot I'd have 
had some one in the car who would 
have waited,” he asserted. 

George Klug. driver of the death car, 
ran away with the machine when Re- 
mus leaped out and fired the fatal 
shot Remus was picked up by William 
Hulbershorn, who testified today con- 
cerning Remus’ extreme excitement, ex- 
cessive talkativeness and mixed emo- 
tions of a few minutes after the shoot- 
ing. 


Denies Napoleonic Talk. 


Remus asserted that previously in all 
his life he had been accused of noth- 
ing but a violation of the Federal pio- 
hibition law. Even then, he said, the 
Government was his partner, accepting 
its revenue of $2.20 a gallon on whisky 
he had sold. He denied he ever had 
termed himself greater than Napoleon. 

“Ridiculous,” he said, “how could a 
defunct bootlegger call himself greater 
than Napoleon?” 

As an afterthought, he added: 

“In Chicago they. called me the ‘Na- 
poleon of the Bar,’ some lawyers. 1! 
am not. responsible for what they 
called me.” = \ 

He asserted_that during his murder 
trial he had received upward of 1,500

2 KILLINGS AT CHICAGO 


St. Louis, Mo., Dec. 28 (A.P.).—Vito 
yGiannola, 34, gang leader and terrorist, 
was cornered by two unidentified men 
late today and shot to death with a 
submachine gun as he crouched in a 
darkened attic, where he had fied for 


shelter. He was the fourteenth victim 
of gang warfare in the last five months.

Adams b 
Adj. Gen. Paul P. Newlon. A chemical 
analysis of the water, said the report, 
revealed the presence of “enough poi- 
son to kill the entire underground 
crew.” 

As a result, National Guard troops 
were placed on duty at all wells and 
water reservoirs at mines in the north- 
ern field, while others sought the iden- 
tity of.those responsible for the alleged 
poison plot. 


Miners’ Hall Is Closed. 


More than 100 persons, all admitting 
membership in the Il. W. W. and that 
they are striking miners, were held in 
the county jail at Trinidad as a result 
of two raids conducted on their head- 
quarters. The raids grew out of an at- 
tempt by E. A. Cleary, night chief of 
police; Acting Mayor James Espey 
and three deputies to enforce a health 
department ordinance banning the use 
of the I. W. W. Hall as sleeping quar- 
ters for strikers.

British Destroyer, Sent to 
Swabue, Near Hongkong, 
Rescues Party. 


150 EXECUTIONS DAILY 


Hong Kong, China, Dec. 28 (A.P.).— 
Arrested on December 22 for preaching 
and practicing Christianity and held 


captive for nearly a week near Swabue. 
about 60 miles from Hong Kong, a 
party of ten Italian and Chinese priests 
and nuns have been rescued from com- 
munists by the British destroyer Seraph. 

.A Chinese convert, who came here 
from Swabue, reported to the Catholic 
bishop that one Chinese and two Ital- 
ian priests and three Italian and four 
Chinese nuns were held prisoners and 
that the Chinese priest had been sen- 
tenced to death, that the nission build- 
ing, convent and orphanage had been 
sacked and closed down and the cap- 
tives paraded through the streets and 
later held in the communist hotel: ‘ 

The bishop communicated with Ad- 
miral Sir Reginald Tyrwhitt, com- 
mander in chief of the British naval 
forces, who immediately .ordered the 
Seraph to proceed to Swabue, where 
the prisoners were rescued. 

The communists were at first reluc- 
tant to give up the condemned priest, 
and only consented when informed that 
he. was a British subject. The com- 
mander of the destroyer set a time 
limit for his delivery, the destroyer 
cleared for action and the landing par- 
ties were made ready.

DIES IN CHAIR AT OFFICE 


Democratic Leader of Pacific 
Coast Figured in Many 
Noted Cases. 


APPOINTED BY WILSON 


San Francisco, Dec. 28 (A.P.).—Gavin 
McNab died at his work desk today in 
the city where he rose from an obscure 
hotel clerk in San Francisco’s early 
days to become a foremost figure in 
the legal profession and a command- 
ing influence in politics. 


The noted attorney, who had en- 
gaged in many outstanding court bat- 
tles in California in the last 35 years, 
was found unconscious in his office 
chair, his body slumped over his desk. 
His secretary notified a physician, but 
when he arrived McNab was dead. . 

McNab became one of the foremost 
Democratic leaders of the Pacific Coast. 
He served as a member of President 
Wilson’s industrial labor conference, 
was @ member of the aircraft reorgan- 
ization committee during the war, and 
was appointed by President Wilson to 
arbitrate the ship-building labor dis- 
pute. 

Among the many important legal 
cases McNab handled was the litiga- 
tion over the $18,000,000 estate of 
“Lucky” Baldwin, pioneer San Fran- 
cisco figure. 

He defended Roscoe (Fatty) Ar- 
buckle, a film star, who was acquitted 
a few years ago of a charge of man- 
Slaughter after three trials following 
the death of Virginia Rappe. He also 
was chief counsel for Charlie Chaplin 
in his recent divorce case. 

McNab was legal adviser to Mayor 
James -Rolph, jr., and advisor to Ed- 
ward L. Doheny, Southern California 
oil magnate, and handled the affairs of 
Me late George Shima, Japanese potato 

ng. 

McNab was a sufferer of high blood 
pressure, and his strenuous legal work 
aggravated his condition, said Dr. T. 
B. W. Leland, his personal physician. 
He is survived by the widow, Mrs. Wil- 
helmina McNab, and a brother, John L. 
McNab, was a native of Glasgow, Scot- 
ahaa where he was born February 11,

“The fact that Marian died of fright, 
so far as could be medically deter- 
mined, rather than by actual suffoca- 
tion, has no bearing on the legal jeop- 
ardy of Hickman, who confessed he 
murdered her.” 

District Attorney-Keyes took a dif- 
ferent attitude to the Wagner report. 
He discarded it, instead of interpreting 
it, as an item of significance in the 
prosecution’s preparation to démand 
death inside of 65 days for Hickman. 


Not So Smart, Youth Says. 


“Dr. Wagner’s report means nothing 
to me,” the district attorney said. ‘I 
have dismissed it from my considera- 
tion. Hickman wrote a full and volun- 
tary confession. He put it in his own 
handwriting. .He said he strangled the 
girl and tightened the towel about 
her throat until her body stopped 
struggling. I will pay no attention to 
the autopsy report.”

LOANS TO FOREIGNERS. 


Two billion American dollars were loaned to 
foreign countries and corporations during the 
year 1927. Will all these dollars come nome 


Let us hope so. 

Some of this money was lent/solvent coun- 
tries and solvent concerns, on the best of secur- 
ity. Much of it wag risked In insecure coun- 
tries and in speculative.enterprises. 

The amount of American money owed by 
foreigners, not counting war debts, reaches 
$15,000,000,000 or more. Heavy interest rates 
are promised by the borrowers. Many billions 
carry 8 per cent interest, to say nothing of the 
gap between par. and the discount sale price, 
which must be paid by the borrower. 

Some of the communities and commercial 
undertakings that have borrowed money from 
the United States must make a profit of 12 or 
15 per cent a year if they are to meet their 
obligations. They must be more prosperous 
than American communities or business con- 
cerns, 

Nothing less than a miracle will be recorded 
if all the money. borrowed from the United 
States is repaid with interest. 

This is a time of easy money, and hond 
flotations are easily made. American in- 
vestors have little or no opportunity to investi- 
gate for themselves. They take their local 
banker’s word, and the banker takes the word 
of the syndicate that floats the loan. Every- 
thing is lovely for the time being. 

If one of these big loans should default, 
which may be expected sooner or later, Ameri- 
can investors will probably be Quick to blame 
the United States Government for having ap- 
proved the issue. They will be mistaken. The 
Government has not approved any loan to any 
foreigner, and is not responsible for any losses 
to American investors. 

The responsibility will rest upon the investor 
himself. He is not forced to buy foreign bonds. 
No bank guarantees payment of these bonds. 
When losses come, let the investor pocket them 
and resolve thereafter to restrict his operations 
to fields with which he is familiar.

INDUSTRIAL PREPAREDNESS. 


Dwight F. Davis, Secretary of War, points 
out in his recommendation to Congress for the 


placing of ‘‘educational” munitions orders that 
this is the only: way the country can avoid an- 
other such situation as confronted it when it 
entered the World War. It is not hard to re- 
call what took place then. There was an amaz- 
ing lack of all sorts of equipment fit even for 
the training of men. Millions of veterans recall 
the wooden rifles and beer-keg horses with 
which recruits were taught the manual of arms 
and the rudiments of equitation. Official rec- 
ords and documents testify to the fact that up 
until the armistice; American soldiers im 
France were using borrowed weapons. 

It may. so happen that in’the next war this 
country will] have no allies ready to supply ma- 
terial deficiencies, What then? An army ot 
a million men can not be equipped with a con- 
jurer’s wand. A fighting force of 100,000 men 
ready to take the field carries with it and needs 
in -reserve munitions and supplies which repre- 
sent years of work. Unless 20,000,000 men 
were given the weapons with which to fight, 
they would be at the mercy of an insignificant 
force of the enemy. 

No amount of, patriotism or energy would 
make up for lost time in such an emergency. 
Almost the entire period of America’s partici- 
pation in the late war was occupied in the con- 
version of peace-time agencies to martial] pur- 
poses. The Government was forced then to 
edvance men and money in order to bring 
about the turnover. Dies had to be made be- 
fore adaptable machines could be put to work 
making munitions. Men trained in other lines 
had to undergo periods of instruction. At the 
time of the armistic the industrial resources of 
this country were just about ready to do their 
best. 

The advent of peace turned these men and 
machines into other channels. Legislation 
forced the military services to depend upon 
their own arsenals. Today not even the man- 
ufacturers of ammunition are prepared to de- 
liver the finished product according to Govern- 
ment specification. The reserve stocks pos- 
sessed by the Nation are so pitiful that their 
life in event of war is measured in minutes. 
It is now proposed to train “those agencies 
which could be helpful most speedily. in the 
event of a crisis. 
which Secretary Davis recommends would en- 
able munitions manufacturers to make the dies 


rand other technical. equipment without .which 


they could be of no aid in event of war. It 
would give them the opportunity to build a 
skeleton organization of workers for such an 
emergency, The cost to the Government and 
the profit to the manufacturers would be in- 
finitesimal. Secretary Davis does right in call- 
ing it “cheap national insurance.”

CLEANING FUR COATS. 


The Bureau of Standards has discovered a 
process for continuing the usefulness of fur 


coats. In connection with an organization of 
‘‘dry cleaners” the bureau has developed a 
process for cleaning fur ‘‘which will save mil- 
lions of dollars to American women.” 

Not only can the furs be thoroughly 
cleansed, but all spots can be removed without 
destroying the luster or sheen of fur or 
leather-trimmed garments. The bureau re- 
ports that the addition of a small amount of 
paraffin to naphtha, the usual cleansing agent, 
preserves the qualities of the fur and actually 
improves it. 

Naphtha destroys all insect life, but in the 
processes heretofore in use the naphtha destroys 
the fatty content of the fur. This is obviated 
by the use of the paraffin, and it is even 
claimed for the new method of treatment that 
the material to be restored is frequently im- 
proved. Owing to the small quantity of par- 
affin required it can not be detected. Further- 
more, being odorless, it is not manifest to the 
wearer, and its imperviousness to water adds 
value to the garment treated. 

Coming as it does immediately after Christ- 
mas, the announcement of the discovery sends 
a ray of hope along in the thorny pathway of 
paterfamilias, who may now expect that the 
Christmas savings fund, which he has. just 
started, will not all be absorbed in the pay- 
ment of next year’s fur coat for mother or 
daughter.

Athletic relations between West Point and 
Annapolis do not appear to have been helped 
by the discussion that followed failure to re- 
new the contract for the annual! football game. 
Everything that has been done so far has 
served only to widen the breach. The authori- 
ties at the two service schools have become 
more vehement in their prote8tations and more 
stubborn in their determination not to yield. 

The most dangerous step, from the viewpoint 
of those who are interested only in a resump- 
tion of friendly relations, is the apparent ef- 
fort being made by members of Congress to in- 
tervene in the quarrel. Once the annual grid- 
iron struggle becomes the subject of legisla- 
tion, it will lose the color and atmosphere that 
made it one of the greatest spectacles in 
American sports. ! 

It shéuld be remembered, after all, that the 
present disagreement is a dispute between old 
friends. There is no ill feeling between the 
students or graduates of the two institutions. 
As old friends will at times, West Point and 
Annapolis have had a difference of opinion.

Grid Officials 
To Clarity 
Rales. 


Game Now Is in Best 
Basic Form But Code 
Is Not Clear. 


Few Suggestions Are 
Made for Change in 
Playing Rules. 


EW YORK, Dec. 28 (A.P.).—Act- 

‘ing apparently in accord with 

the views of Edward K. Hall, 
chairman. of the National Football 
Rules Committee, the Eastern Associa- 
tion of Intercollegiate Football Offi- 
cials tonight went on record as favor- 
ing only such changes as will clarify 
the existing code. 

The association, holding its annual 
meeting, adopted a number of recom- 
mendations for submission to the rules 
committee, but almost all of these 
suggested changes were designed to 
clear up and simplify the present rules. 

Earlier in’ the day, Mr. Hall, in an 


address before the association, had an- 


nounced that complete recodification 
of the. rules was planned in an effort 
to simplify them. Although Mr. Hall’s 
report as chairman of the rules commit- 
tee will not be-made until tomorrow, 
he indicated in his ddress his per- 
sonal opposition to any major changes 
in the code, when he said: 


“Now, 1 think, we have the game 
in the form. basically, which makes 
‘t- possible to go ahead and for- 
mulate a code which will be a 
stable and thoroughgoing foun- 
dation for the sport.” 


Although the Eastern Association’s 
recommendations were largely of a 
technica’ nature, suggesting altera- 
tions in the language of the rules .to 
make them clearer, a few new regula- 
tions were proposed. 

One of these suggested marking the 
end: zone with diagonal lines in order 
to distinguish it from the rest of the. 
field. Another proposed that all kicked 
balls, whether muffed or fumbled, 
which go out of bounds shall belong to 
the side which last touched the ball. 
The, present rule calls for the ball to 
go to the side which muffed it. 

It also was recommended that~-time 
not be taken out for substitutions by 
the team behind in the last two min- 
utes of play. The present rule says 
time shall not be taken out for this 
period for substitutions made by the 
team in the possession of the ball.. The 
association felt that the rule shouid 
benefit the trailing team. 

Another recommendation’ pro- 
posed that all free kicks not scor- 
ing a goal and striking the up- 
rights be declared touchbacks in- 
stead of keeping the ball in play, 
as under the present rules.

mously to rejoin the Olympic body. 

The Federation was one of four na- 
tional groups that withdrew from the 
Olympic Association in November, 1926, 
at Washington, after a bitter fight with 
the Amateur Athletic Union and the 
latter’s allies over control of Olympic 
policies and organization. 

Today’s action paves the way for 
harmony in the 1928 Olympic campaign 
since it forecasts similar steps by the 
other three organizations that with- 
drew from the Olympic group. One of 
these, the National Collegiate Athletic 
Association, will vote tomorrow on the 
question of rejoining the Olympic As- 
sciation. The other two, Y. M. C, A. 
and Western Conference, are expected 
to follow suit later.

The terms on which the Feder- 
ation agreed to return to. the 
Olympic Association were not dis- 
closed today by its officers, but at 
Olympic headquarters it was said 
chey would accept membership on 
the same basis as before they with- 
drew.

A DIET ‘TO CURE THE PELLAGRIN. 


N Bolivar County, Mississippi, an 
unusual pellagra situation arose out 
of the fact that the Mississippi 
River flooded a considerable part of the 
county. The health program that was 
carried on proved satisfactory in the 
preverition of smallpox and typhoid 
fever, diseases that can be vaccinated 
against. It was reasonably satisfactory 
against m a and dysentery. The 
people from ‘the flooded area were ade- 
quately fed, from the standpoint of 
hunger. 

However, not enough precaution was 
taken against pellagra. In a short while 
tr> local Red Cross man, W. B. Rob- 
erts, found that he had a pellagra prob- 
Nearly one hundred 
cases of this disorder were registered 
with him. He ordered a supply of yeast, 
whole wheat and saur kraut—sufficient 
to give 100 persons a daily ration of 
these foods, or remedies, whichever you 
choose to call them. In addition, they 
got. the usual rations. of meats, breads, 
vegetables, fruit and milk. 

Before the period was over all of the 
cases except eleven, I think it was, had 
been cured. At. least, all signs of. pel- 
legra had disappeared. If they will con- 
tinue using the preventive diet few of 
them will ever have a return of the 
disorder. 

The combination of foods was new to 
these pellagrins, and some of them 
would not eat it. The eleven were on 
this list. Neither yeast, whole wheat, 
nor saur kraut are on the list: of cus- 
tomary foods in that soction of the 
country. The people have never eaten 
them. They do not know the taste of 
them. They have no cooking recipes 
for them. It is not to be wondered at 
that eleven balked at eating them. None

LTHOUGH but a small proportion 
A of the country’s players have 

taken up Contract, the game 
apparently is here t. stay and Bridgers 
should understand it even if they are 
indifferent or antagonistic. For the 
‘next two or three weeks, at least, in 
this series of articles. Thursdays, Fri- 
days and Saturdays w be Contract 
days. The errlier of the Contract 
articles: will note the differences be- 
tween Auction Bridge and Contract 
Bridge ‘1 ccunt anu scoring.

The main difference between the 
two games is that in Contract the 
value of tricks made in excess of the 
contract is entered in the bonus 
column (above the line); they do not 
count toward game (below the line). 

Contract. deals in large figures and 
those who have been accustomed to 
playing Bridge for a stake should 
reduce the size of the stake when they 
take up Contract. |

Rhode Island Association 
Makes Plea to City Heads; 
Auto Insurance Favored. 


The Commissioners were urged to 
seek legislation which would provide 
for “‘a comprehensive program of smoke 
abatement” by the Rhode Island Ave- 
nue Citizens Association at the an- 
nual meeting last night in Sherwood 
Presbyterian Church, Twenty-second 
and Rhode Island avenue northeast. 


An ordinance, such as has been 
recommended by the Bureau of Mines 
for the abatement of the smoke nul- 
sance, was urged.

Fine Canadian Firs Among 
Virginia and Maryland Sur- 
plus Piled on Lots. 


BALSAM CONES ARE FREE 


Several carloads of Christmas trees 
were left on the hands of dealers Sat- 
urday night, it was learned yesterday, 
and these trees are now being con- 
signed to the rubbish heap, to await 
the torch. 


The leftovers not only include trees 
cut in nearby parts of Maryland and 
Virginia, but fine spruce and fir trees 
from the North, on which freight had 
been paid with the expectation of dis- 
posing of them at good prices. 

Three carloads of fine Canadian trees 
were piled yesterday on a lot owned by 
Littlefield, Alvord & Co. at Twenty- 
sixth and D streets northwest. They 
were hauled there by the company 
from. Connecticut avenue and Ca- 
thedral street, where a dealer had as- 
sembled four carloads of trees. 

A great many trees are left over each 
year, it is said, but there was a greater 
oversupply this year. The existence of 
an abundance of trees here was noticed 
a week before Christmas, and Saturday 
night trees that normally would sell 
for $7 and $8 were being almost given 
away. 

One reason for so many trees being 
left over—the number will total sev- 
eral thousand, it is said—is the habit 
of District residents to get in an auto- 
mobile and go into the woods for a 
Christmas tree. This is against all for- 
est conservation regulations and every- 
thing else. But it is a real factor in 
tree sales, it is said. 

Among the three carloads piled up at 
Twenty-sixth and D streets northwest 
are numbers of fine Canadian balsam 
fir trees. 

It is suggested that the public pluck 
the small cones off these trees for 
balsam pillows rather than allow them 
to go up in smoke. 

These small cones yield a fragrant 
balsam. M. H. Acheson, of the Little- 
field, Alvord Co., says that he will with- 
hold burning the trees for a while if the 
public desires to salvage the fragrant 
cones. About 100 trees have been left 
at Connecticut avenue and Cathedral 
streets for Girl Scouts, who will imme- 
diately proceed to collect the small 
cones. 


BUS PARKING PARLEY 
FAILS TO REACH PACT 


Majority of Lines Say Expense 
of Proposed Terminal 
Is Prohibitive. 


Representatives of 22 motoring lines 
entering the District from neighbor- 
ing States participated yesterday in a 
conference with the Public Utilities 
Commission on the subject of estab- 
lishment and maintenance of a union 
bus terminal. The conference was 
sought by Robert L. May and other bus 
men using the terminal at Little Ninth 
and C streets northwest, but it turned 
out to have little to do with establish- 
ment of a new and larger terminal, as 
that subject was disposed of by the bus 
representatives’ declaration that they 
lacked the necessary means. 

Fourteen of the lines use the present 
terminal. It was alleged that nine of 
them refuse to stand their pro rata 
share of the expense. The real purpose 
of the conference turned out to be an 
effort by the other five concerns to 
force the nine to pay. 

The members of the commission said 
they could do nothing about it, since 
the space used for parking buses was 
public space in the streets. They told 
May, however, if he and his associates 
would agree on regulations and prin- 
ciples that they would abide by, the 
commission would scrutinize them and 
try to find a way to enforce them, if 
they seemed proper to the commission.

AID IN BEAUTIFICATION 


Fine Arts Commission Ap- 
proves Many Landscaping 
Plans of Officers. 


1FURTHER HELP OFFERED 


Assistance of the forest service of the 
Department of Agriculture in the land- 
scape development of Fort Humphreys, 
Va., was suggested to Col. E. M. Mark- 
ham, post commandant, yesterday by 
the Commission of Fine Arts. The 
commission suggested that the forest 
service aid in the matter of trees and 
shrubbery, and the Bureau of Publi¢é 
Roads, same department, will be of as- 
sistance in the matter of roadways. 

Realizing the entire plan for develop- 
ment of the post will require a number 
of years for completion, the commission 
after noting with regret the transfer 
to another post of Capt. John E. Wood, 
who submitted original plans for the 
beautification of the post, expressed 
hope.that some one at Fort Humphreys 
be made responsible for development 
of the plan under Col. Markham's su- 
pervision. 

Commenting on the detailed plan, 
the contmission approved the idea of a 
common facing the chapel, stating it 
would give it an excellent setting. Pro- 
vision for restricted areas for gardens 
and multiple garages also was approved, 
commission members explaining that 
these can be made features of the 
grounds, group structures of utilitar- 
jan nature usually being eyesores in a 
composition. 

They advised further that trees on 
the regimental parade should not be 
closer to the buildings tha. 35 feet, 
that grass should be planted in the 
regimental parade, and that the cir- 
culation center receive a rectanguls 
instead of an elliptical treatment. 

An artificial lake proposed for the 
grounds should be provided accord 
ing to ,the fine arts commissionerg, 
this being regarded as one of the most 
important features in the development 
plan. 

The idea of having sign posts and 
direction signs was approved as add- 
ing interest to the grounds, but com- 
missioners cautioned that they be kept 
simple and carefully executed, the 
sign post being in good proportion to 
the sign, which should not be too 
high from the ground, 9 feet. instead 
of 10,,as proposed, being deemed suf- 
ficient. ' The plan for layout of the 
roads in and adjacent to the post was 
approved.
